Seemingly the tronble arising 
outof the Greek reverse at the 
hands of Turkey, which at one 
tine, in Reover’s words, threaten: 
ed to develop into the most 
serious situation since the Eur- 
opean war, is likely to be ended 
without & farther appeal to force. 
Largely this is due to concessions 
to Turkey. It is plain tha: the 
Treaty of Sevres is to be uot 
modified simply but practically 
scrapped—that ‘is to say, the 
policy of pashbing the unspeak- 
able Turk back into Asia has 
been apandoned.. 


On the psramount question, 
the freedom of the Straits, how- 
aver, the stand upon which 
Britain has insisted, with the 
somewhat lukewarm support of 
the allies, is to be mairitsiaed. 
Anything less than this would 
Bave been an inexpressible dis-

war. That conflict, said the 
Premier, “had demonstrated very 
clearly that the freedom of the 
Dardanelles was vital for the 
security of the Empire and pro 
tection of commerce. The cloaing 
of the Straits by Turkey, who 
owed more io Britsin and France 
than any other Power io tho 
world, was an act of perfidy 
which was responsible for the 
‘collapse of Russis, the defeat 
of Rumania, and the prolonga- 
tion of the war by two years.”

.Prisoner was a Sanitary Board 
coolie, the Atvorney-General ex- 
plained, asd a week before the 
murder he took three. weeks’ 
leave. He might say that he was 
away on the day in question, but 
on the evening of the day of thé 
rourder & witness would say that 
he saw accosted in the street at 
Yavmati. Prisoner had three 
weeks’ laave and never returned. 
He may have gone to Siam, the 
Attorney-General went on, but 
he said nothing at the time that 
he wanted to leave the Govern- 
ment service. .

How Michael Callins Met 
His End. — 

Under date Aug. 23,the Dublis 
correspondent the Paily 
Chronicle thusdescribes the tragio 
end of General Michael Collins, 
Commander-in-Chiof of the Irish 
Free State Army: oS 

General Micha! Collins, Com- 
mander-in-Chief ofthe Irish Free 
State Army, Was killed last night 
in an ambush near his birthplace 
(Clonakilty) in County Cork. 

Those who were present when 
be was killed are so overwrought 
that they have not setbeen able to 
give a full account of what hap 
pened. 

The Commander-in-Chief was 
with Major-General Dalton, the 
officer in obarge of the troops in 
Cork: Commandant Dolan, Mili- 
tary Governor af Mountjoy Pri- 
son: sod & sergesnt-major named 
Conway. a 

Geners! Collins and his party 
were in an open touring car, and 
wera accompanied by & guard. 

They were returoing from Ban- 
don to Macrooa, having been ona 
tour cf inspection, acd had just 
passed through & little village 
walled Bealnablath, when they 
ran into the ambusb. 

A barge party of Irreguiate, 
raking advantaxe of the billy and 
wooded country, bad concealed 
themselves near the road, and as 
General Collins's car approacbec 
they opened fire without giving 
any warning. 

“Nobody was bit by the first 
volley, and the Commander-io- 
Chief and his companions jumped 
out of theircar and returned the 
fire. . 

Heavy exchanges took place 
fop about half an bour, and when 
it was thougbt that the attackers 
haa been ‘beaten off, General 
Collins, who bad fought sll the 
time fell mortally wounded. 

He was hit by a Dulletin the 
bead at the back of the esr. 

He only survived a short time, 
but a moment or two before he 
died he said * Forgive them.” 

The tight continued, and sh 


slightly wounded. Ose of the 
drivers was hit, and a motor 
cyclist who accompanied the 
parsy was wounded to the neck. 
The ambushers then retreated. 
and the party of soldiers retorned
